13—Russia's plan of reconstruction in 
tl- .-far east now appears to be based 
oL fear of China. Notwithstanding a 
lack of money, Russia is endeavoring 
to greatly strengthen her Siberian bor- 
ders. The effect of their loss of pres-

tige with the Chinese, especially the 
Manchurians, and the breaking away 
of high mandarin beneficiaries, despite 
the subsidies paid them, together with 
the lofty attitude of China, now that 
the Japanese are regarded as hector- 
Ing and brow-beating them, powerfully 
impresses the Russian people.

Abe Euef's Testimony Put 


the Frisco Mayor in 


as a Perjurer. 


San Francisco, June 13.—Yesterday 


was an ear-burning day 
for Mayor 


Schmitz. Seated at the counsel table, 
before the altar in the Jewish syna- 
gogue, he heard Abo Ruef, his former 
political friend, pholosopher and guide, 
practically call him a perjurer to the 
jury, and with the same jury he lis- 
tened to scathing denunciation of him- 
self at the hands of Prosecutor John- 
son. 


And, it there was balm for scourged 


feelings in the speech that closed the 
day, the speech of his own attorney, 
Barrett, he took no open heed. In- 
deed, during most of the two hours 
and a half Mr. Barrett was speaking, 
the mayor was either glancing over 
newspapers or buried deep in type- 
written pages of testimony. But no 
word of the prosecutor's address es- 
caped bis sensitive ears. 


Ruef, of course, was the sensation of 


the day. His appearance on the stand 
as a witness in rebuttal for the pros- 
ecution is now accredited to the tac- 
tical error of the defense in letting 
the mayor testify for it was to refute 
the mayor's denials under oath that he 
had participated in Rnef's "fee" that 
the prisoner ex-boss was called.

Neville, • when 
Haywood 


brought up the killing of Stuenen- 
berg. 


"Haywood said It would bo a good 


thing to get Steunenberg," Orchard 
related. 
"He said we could then go 


back to Paterson, N. J., and write let- 
ters to Peabody, Bell, Goddard and 
Gabbert and some of the mine owners 
and tell them they were not forgotten, 
and that tho 
only way they could 


avoid getting what Steunenberg got 
was to die. Haywood said it would 
be like a living death to all these men 
to know someone was after them all 
the time. 


"Haywood also salrl Ed Boy.ce had 


always wanted 
something 
done to 


Steunenberg. 
Moyer spoke up and 


said that he thought ii, would have 'a 
good effect to get Steunenberg after 
letting him go so many years. Hay- 
wood said he had sent Art Bnston, Ed 
Minster, Steve Adams and a man 
named McCarthy to Caldwell to get 
Steunenberg, but they had not suc- 
ceeded. Pettibone said ho thought It 
would be a hard proposition to get a 
man in a little town like Caldwell." 


Pettibone Did Not Balk. 


"Pettibone balked at this, did he?" 
"No sir; he just said he thought it 


would be hard."

Washington, D. C.. June 13.—Secretary 


Wilson was again placed under fire as 
a witness in the trial of E. S. Holmee, 
jr.. Involved in the cotton leak scandal. 
Mr. \Vorthlngton of counsel of defense, 
turned his attention to what he charged 
to be Mr. Wilson's violation of his own 
rules in the matter of prematurely giving 
out Information, and In support of his 
theory quoted an Interview given out by 
the secretary last fall In regard to the

The secretary said he did not remember 
the interview, but that even if he had 
made the statement it would not be In vi- 
olation of the rule of secrecy, that the 
violation of the rule was a question of 
the premature giving out of Information 
that cornea to the bureau of statistics. 
Tho secretary was questioned at length 
concerning recent newspaper interviews 
attributed to him. 
He denied many of 
the statements, but said that he had 
not contradicted any of them. 
"I never contradict statements credited 
to me by the newspapers," he snld. "I 
would not even If they should charge me 
with murder: then they would charge me 
with two murders."
